FIXED THE DATE. 


The National Democratic Conven- 
tion to Be Held July 3. 


San Francisco More Hopeful Than 
Ever of Capturing the Prize. 


Congressman Scott Urges an Early Date, but 
Senator Pasco Opposes Him Successfully 
—Hard Work of the St. Louis Delegation 
—Treacherous Joe Rickey—The Rival 
Factions Using Every Influence—Chi- 
cago’s Vigorous Still Hunt.

WasHINGTON, D. C., February 22.—The 
St. Louls delegation put in some hard work 
last evening. It was the last opportunity and 
they Improved it.

Dick Lancaster and Hon. John Finn. Dick- 
son, the Committeeman for the District of 
Columbia, did not leave the room till 1 o’ clock 
this morning. He is claimed by every one of 
the cities in the race, but he is pledged to St. 
Louis. There was a good deal of hard 
kicking yesterday by some of the members of 
the delegation against Col. Joe Rickey who 
had exercised the right of free speech to pre- 
dict that St. Louis would not get the conven- 
tion. Col. Rickey had even offered to back 
his opinion with his money—a highly criminal 
proceeding in the eyes of the Missourians 
who have come all the way from St. Louis to 
have a good time and to cajole the National 
Committee into taking the Democratic con- 
vention to St. Louis. But Col. Rickey stuck 
to it that San Francisco would getthe conven- 
tion or, with San Francisco out of the race, 
that it would go to Chicago. 


The general feeling among the St. 
Louisans last night was that Chicago was 
beginning to loom up more formidable even 
than San Francisco, the result of the system- 
atic work of the Chicago delegation.

A PROTECTIONIST VOTE.

Equalizing Wages.

PITTSBURG, Pa., February 22.—The Penn-

HE FISHERY TREATY. 


Comments of the New York Press on the 
Document and Message. 

NEw York, February 22.—In regard to the 
fisheries treaty the Tribune says: The State 
Department’s diplomatic triumph is a feeble 
and Incoherent compromise. The full text of 
the fisheries treaty enables us to understand 
why Secretary Bayard considers the hollow 
truce arranged by him a decisive triumph. He 
has never approached this subject from the 
American point ot view. He has dealt with it 
as an international quarrel, caused by am- 
biguous constructions of an antiquated 
treaty, and by complex and itl-defined 
fishery rights. He has regarded it solely asa 
technical controversy which could be settled 
by new and more careful definitions of these 
rights and by more elastic constructions of 
the disputed clauses of the treaty of 1818. He 
has negotiated a convention on this basis, de- 


fining the three-mile limit, compromising the

MT. VERNON GRADUALLY RECOVERING. 


FROM SUNDAY’S GREAT CALAMITY, 


Streets Being Cleared of Ruins—One More 
Body Recovered—Condition and Care of 
the Injured—The Work of Relief—Gener- 
ous Contributions Pouring in From 411 
Sides. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPpaTon. 

Mr. VERNON, III., February 22.—The scene 
of Sunday’s disaster is this morning consid- 
erably changed. The debris has been cleared 
away from most of the-wreeks about the 
square, and little shanties here and there serve 
for store rooms for the merchants who have 
suffered the loss of their business houses that 
were once the pride of the city. Every avail- 
able workman in the city is at work repairing 
damages. Almost the entire force of the 
Louisville & Nashville machine shops have 
been put to work in various parts of 
the town. The work of clearing 
away the debris will ocoupy most 
of the time of the force of men at work the 
balance of the week. There have been no 
deaths since our last report, but several of the 
injured are expected to die to-day. The latter 
as far as heard from are generally improving, 
and many who have heretofore been reported 
as seriously injured are to be seen on the 
streets.

REJECTED THE PROPOSITION. 


The Guernsey Furniture Company’s Offer of 
33 1-3 Per Cent to Creditors Not Accepted. 


This morning the creditors of the Guernsey 
Furniture Company met in response to a cir- 
cular sent out by D. W. Guernsey. The 
meeting place selected 
on the second floor 
pany’s place of business, Locust and Third 
streets. There were present representatives 


of creditors from the city and abroad, repre- 
senting claims amounting in the aggregate to 
$80,600. * ryt sy was eS by the 
election Jacob alser of Jacob Kaiser 
Co., upholsterers, Chairman and Louis 
Secretary. After a record had 
made of the claims repre- 
sentated Mr. Guernsey was asked to make a 
statement. He read from a memorandum 
book a statement of the company’s history 
which he had previously prepared. The firm 
of Guernsey, Jones & Oo. was formed on Jan- 
uary 1, 1878,. with $15,000 capital, Cyrus 
Jones supplying $12,600 and D. W. Guernsey 
$2,500. Owing to the dangerous Illness of Mr. 
Jones it was deemed advisable to incorporate 
and on January 1, 1882, the Guernsey Furni- 
ture Company was incorporated. he firm 
turned over tothe corporation its capital of 
515,000 unimpaired and $40,000 ad- 
ditional assets. To this George W. 
Parker added $25,000. The first year 
of business under the corporation caption 
$3,962 was lost. The year of 1883 showed a 
profit of $3,833. A contract was then made for 
the erection of the present quarters, which 
were to be ready August 15, 1884, but were 
not completed until November 15, that year. 
That delay Mr. Guernsey said caused his com- 
pany a heavy loss. The interruption of busi- 
ness and cost of moving were other heavy 
charges. The business year ending February 
1, 1885, was unprofitable, the loss being 
$11,972. ag? ie ts on 1886 were $7,067, and on 
1887, $1,958. he Electric Light Company in 
which the corporation. was interested was 
sold, and . Guernsey went into 
this branch of the business to some 
extent,and then came down to the direct 
cause of the failure. He said the purchases 
from February 1, 1887, to January 21, 1888 
(the date of assignment), were $103,040, 
and the sales $141,637; that is to say, the 
sales exceeded purchases $38,583. The sales 
from December 1 to January 21 exceeded pur- 
chases $11,000, 

In May, 1887, the company received a $5,000 
order from the Anchor Line Steamboat Com- 
pany, and in June a $3,700 order for the tur- 
nishing of a private house. Deliveries were 
to be made in September. To fill these orders 
thecempany gavethe State Savings Associa- 
tion a judgment note for $6,000 on June 17. In 
October the State Savings Asso- 
ciation calied for $1,000, which 
was aid. Low water prevented the 
arrival of the boat and the architect disap- 
pointed the builder of the privete house, so 
deliveries on these orders could not be 
made and collections could not be 
made. The company, however, had 
no ‘trouble until notes given last 
August for ninety days began to come 
due. Collections were slow, and money 
got very scarce, but by borrowing fur- 
ther from note holders the company got 
through, to January. Then the State 
Savings Association demanded the 
$5,000 due it, and Mr. ees on the advice 
of his attorney, then made assignments of ac- 
counts to preferred creditors and later a 
general assignment of electric power 
plant and furniture stock for the benefit 
of creditors. The preferences were State Sav- 
ings Association, $5,000; J. A. Scudder, $1,000; 
Mrs. S. V. Scudder, $3,667.10, and Laclede 
Bank, $2,000. The appraised valuation of fur- 
niture, stock and power plant was $43,568. The 
appraisement was made on the basis of a 
forced gale. The liabilities are $61,000. Mr. 
Guernsey at considerable length showed that 
he had not devoted time to the electric busi- 
ness to the detriment of his furniture 
business, explaining that but two hours 
each day, from 8 to 9 a. m. and 5to6p. m. and 
rainy days were devoted to the electric busi- 
ness. e offered his counting-room time- 
book in evidence to show that he was, after 
the shipping cierk, the first person In the 
house each : 

When he had concluded there were calls for 
a proposition of settlement and Mr. Guernse 
after a brief consultation with his attorney, J. 
E. McKeighan, announced that he could offer 
but 83% per cent gross on all claims, without 
security, to be paid in 60, 90 and 120 days. He 
said he placed theefirst payment sixty days 
away asit wouldtake thirty days to get the 
stock in condition to sell.

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THE publication of the new fisheries 
treaty with Great Britain and Oanada 
has been permitted by the Senate at the 
request of the Pregident. As it amounts 
to a concession by Great Britain of about 
all we claimed. under the treaty of 1818, 
andis in fact a liberal interpretation, 
with ample guarantees, of the rights 
claimed by us under said treaty, it seems 
to justify the howl with which the Oppo- 
sition papers of Canada greeted the first 
outline given of its provisions. Their 
caviling interpretation of the treaty of 
1818, and the annoyances to which our 
fishermen were accordingly subjected, 
were but parts of a plan to coerce us into 
the negotiation of a new reciprocity 
arrangement for general commerce be- 
tween the two countries.

Tun Governor of West Virginia refused 
or failed to honor a requisition for the 
HATFIELDS, who had crossed over the line 
and murdered oneof the McCoys in Ken- 
tucky. The McCoys then crossed the line, 
captured the accused and put them in a 
Kentucky jail without the aid of a 
requisition, When asked by the Governor 
of West Virginia to return the kidnaped 
prisoners, the Governor of Kentucky 
doubted his power to discharge men im- 
prisoned by a Kentucky Sheriff for 
trial on a charge of murder, and re- 
ferred the West Virginia authorities to 
the United States Court. If the habeas 
corpus prooeedings develop the fact that 
anybody has been arrested in one State 
without warrant from its law or lawful 
authorities, and been forcibly taken to 
prison in another State for an alleged 
crime committed there, the said prisoner 
is certainly deprived of his liberty with- 
out due process of law, no matter what 
his guilt may be.

Canon Farrar frankly says in his letter that as 
Mr. Arnold had sold his papers on the Genius 
of Milton’’ to-an American magazine, he very 
naturally wished that it should not be fore- 
stalled by its publication elsewhere, There- 
fore, he says: The little gathering on 
Saturday afternoon was F purely pri- 
vate gathering of friends, each of 
whom came only by special invitation. 
Public recognition of the gift of the window 
was made on Sunday, when I alluded to it in 
my sermon.’’ Archdeacon Farrar closes his 
letter with the pathetic little plea that he has 
always been treated kindly by the press and 
that he should be the last one to show them 
any lack of consideration. 

All the papers, however, and the people who 
were snubbed are assailing him just the same. 
PRES§ COMMENTS. 

The Evening News said last night: The 
matter ot the Milton window at St. Margaret a, 
Westminster, is one that cannot be passed 
over and we must have it out with Arch - 
deacon Farrar. Milton was one of 
the greatest of Englishmen, and the 
erection of a window to his memory in the 
Church of St. Margaret—which is becoming a 
sort of minor Westminster Abbey tn its wealth 
of memorials—by a wealthy American, was 
an occasion of national interest. On Saturuay 
afternoon the window, a very beautiful one, 
the giftof Mr. G. W. Childs of Philadelphia 
was unveiled,and an address delivered by one 
of our greatest men of letters, Mr. Matthew 
Arnold, But the public was excluded and ad- 
mission refused to the representatives of the 
press by Archdeacon Farrar, rector. This ex- 
traordinary proceeding has of course been 
duly made public. There is a very unpleasant 
savor im ali this, Milton, Matthew Arnold and 
an advertisement being mixed up in a manner 
which is not very dignified coming fr om a 
divine,.’’ 

THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE. 

The Crown Prince's bed has been placed in 
the large drawing-room of the villa since the 
operation. He is never without the attend- 
ance of a medical man, of whom there are 
sixand who take turns sitting with him. In 
the throat he has a double tube of silver which 
is three inches long and takes only liquid 
nourishment, such asthe strongest beef tea 
that can be made, various jellies, milk and 
wine. Dr. Bramann used chloroform for the 
operation against the wishes of Sir Morell 
Mackenzie, but he refused to operate without 
it as he has always been accustomed to use it. 
The case has since then been treated on 
the German system, of which I hear Sir 
Morell Mackenzie does not wholly approve. 
He would much have preferred to follow the 
English plan, but his position is a very deli- 
cate, not to say painful, one. The German 
visitors at San Remo are full of jealousy of 
the confidence which is placed in Dr. Mac- 
kenzie, and are prolificin silly and ridiculous 
stories on the subject of the Crown Prince’s 
treatment, entirely forgetting that Sir Morell 
was originally summoned to Potsdam by the 
advice of the German specialists and that 
nothing could have been more generous and 
considerate than his demeanor towards the 
German medical men who are concerned with 
the case. The Crown Prince’s principal at- 
tendant is an Irish lady, who is a most skillful 
and experienced nurse. 

WON BY AN AMERICAN PRINCESS. 

Prince Christian and his nephew, the Duke 
of Augustenburg (brother of Princess William 
of Prussia), have just sustained a severe blow 
by the judgment which was delivered last 
week by the Court of Appeal at Kiel, in the 
celebrated Noer estates case, which has been 
in litigation for nearly twenty years. These 
valuable estates belonged to the late Prince 
Frederick of Augustenburg, who obtained 
leave, many years ago, from the Danish Gov- 
ernment to break the entail, so that 
when de died, iu 1865, the property, 
instead of passing to the present 
Duke, his erand- nephew, and to Prince Chris- 
tian, his nephew, was left by his will to his 
widow, Princess de Noer, with whom he had 
contracted a morganatic marriage only nine 
months before his death. She was an Ameri- 
can lady, being the daughter of Mr. David Lee 
of New York, and she received her title from 
the Emperor of Austria. Prince Christian and 
the Duke contended thatthe Danish Govern- 
ment had no power to break the entail of the 
princely domains, but the Kiel tribunal de- 
cides that this act was perfectly legal, 
that the Princess de Noer's title 
is unquestionable, and that the plaintiffs must 
pay all the costs. The Princess de Noer, who 
was born in 1838, has contracted a second mar- 
riage with Gen. Count Von Waldersee, Quar- 
termaster-General of the Prussian army. The 
appellants, who have been worsted in every 
stage of this litigation, intend to carry the 
case to the Supreme Court of Leipzig, but 
there is very little chance thatthe previous 
decisions will be reversed. 

MR. VANDERBILT. 

Mr. Vanderbilt managed to do Naples and 
the neighborhood in forty-eight hours, He 
arrived there on board his yacht, the Alva, 
from Egypt, and then proceeded to Monaco.

Hiram W. Lefiingwell Tells How es K. 
Dickson Made $229,850 on Invest- 
ment of $150—‘‘Booms” and ‘a Ways 
They Are Engineered—Trading in the Fit- 
ties—-An Interesting Batch of Reminis- 
eences From an Old Real Estate Dealer. 


The following communication, detailing a 
monster real estate transaction, and written 
by Mr. Hiram W. Leffingwell, will be read 
with interest now, when the subject of 
real estate speculation is attracting so much 
attention: 

The ‘‘boom’’ as applied to the growth of 


towns bad not been invented in the early 
Gays of St. Louis; and in our own times 
there fs no“ boom“ in St. ulis, nor surely 
in New York, nor Philadelphia, nor in Bos- 
ton there is none in any of our full- 
developed, matured cities. Throughout

Yeurs deen familiarly known and their possi- 
llities thoroughly established. Oapitalists 
are sonny plenty and the new chances that 
come of the drift of business and population 
are readily seized one by one as they present 
themselves. There are years of particular 
thrift, of course, in these older cities and 
then real estate as its natural share of the gen- 
eral activity comes to the front in price and 
demand.; Therey ma be new suburbs improved 
too and old streets regenerated, and the 
native investors may be thereby ‘stirred up 
awhile. But these local waves are not town 
‘*booms.’’ The Western boom, as 
created within this generation, comes 
to life at unknown places. de- 
velops in a night, apparently. Its 
= 7 ag josition is a new one, but neces- 
good, It feeds on the outcropping pos- 
sarify gc and its growth is forced by energetic, 
venturesome ‘‘boomers.’’ It is the spot for 
the inevitable intersection of several rail- 
roads, Yonder is an iron region, here op the 
town site several waterfalls of the Crystal 
River, beyond the stream is nayigable for 
large boats, all aboutarich agricultural re- 
gion, the temperature the best possible the 
ear round ſor invalids. Ali these things the 
oomer ings together and springs them 
suddenly on the public. Then comes the fine 
hotel, and next in sequence two manufac- 
tories, one church, one store, two saloons and 
six dwellings are buildin and from 
afar at very point o the com- 
pone come the frenzied new population. 
here were 150 inhabitants six months ago. 
There are now 1,500. Next wEring there will 
4,000, and in another year probably 12,000. 
Such is the miraculous growth of the 
‘*boomed’’ town. There may and will often 
be reaction from the unnatural impuision, but 
this in the nature of an arrest of growth only 
and notof extinction. The speculators en- 
gaged inthe men and extraordinary business 
are ordinarily new of foresight and practical 
judgment. They select their tovn sites with 
a clear calculation of the advantages and cor- 
rect appreciation of all the pos- 
sibilities. Their interests become iden- 
tical with those of the railroad, the 
factory, the inflowing army of investors 
and the near-by farmer and miner. All work 
together for the training of the sturdy bant- 
ling, and ha¥Ving set him well on his feet he 
takes care of himself, 

Were there ever *‘booms’’ in St. Louis? Not 
of the kind above spoken. Never the manu- 
factured article. Butthere were spurts of a 
quality which seemed to come of spontaneous 
combination, often, indeed, there were trans- 
actions whose rapidity and fabulous profits 
would make even the lively operator of 
Wichita or San Diego smile with astonished 
pleasure. An instance occurs to me now: 

A ‘*BOOM’’ STORY. 

The transaction occurred in the early fifties 
—say forty years ago. At that time 1 carried 
on real estate business in partnership with the 
late Martin Thomas, our office being in a one- 
story little brick building situated on Chest- 
nut street opposite tne Court-house. The firm 
was Thomas & Leflingwell, At that time 
too, the late William L. Ewing Was a promi- 
nent grocer, his store being on Main and Sec- 
ond streets. Iwas passing his door one day

MINING IN MEXICO, 


Money Will Flow In, Now That the Ban- 
ditti and Indians are Checked. 


Philip Delgado of Monterey, Mexico, who 
has been in the cityseveral days on business 
connected with mines in the State of Zacatecas, 
remarked to a P0OST-DISPATOH reporter in 
referencé to the mining Industry of Mex- 
ico: 1 look for a very large influx 
of American, English and German capital into 


the Northern States, especially into Sonora, 
Durango and Chihuahua, during the next three 
or four months, American capital in particu- 
lar is coming in with great rap dity, and with- 
in a few months a very large numberof mines 
will be operated by citizens of the 
United States. The suppression of 
revolts has had a most excellent effect 
notonly on the indus of the country at 
large, butespecially on the mining interest. 
The gangs of bandit who terrorized the 
country were not robbers, as that term is un- 
derstood in the United States, but becupied 
more the position of rebels against the central 
Government, while par, # generally friendl 

with the people of State in whic 

they originated, and in which they had 
their stron holds. The most marked charac- 
teristic of these robber bands was their anti- 
foreign feeling, and they would go miles out 
of their way to rob or kill an American, leav- 
ing far richer booty untouched because it be- 
longed to their friends and feliow-country- 
men. ' gourse the mines, lying 
among the mountains, and remote 
from settlements, were 9 exposed 
to their raids, and no one unacguinted with 
the condition of the country can apprecia 
what a drawback this has been, particular? 
in Northern Sonora. Not much has been 
heard of it, because the system of terrorism 
that has prevailed has prevented prospectin 
parties from going into the mountains, and 
their great mineral wealth has remained 
practially unknown. But recently, owing to 
the efforts that have been made by the cen- 
tral Government, 

THE BANDITTI 
have been nearly completely put down, and 
an unexampled number of prospecting parties 
have gone into the mountains along the north 
western border, and the reports that. they 
have made were so favorable that leases and 
ciety aman ofa number of mining properties 
ave been closed, at least a dozen agents for 
mining machinery firms are now in Sonora 
making estimates on the cost of smelters and 
stamp milis, and by he whole country 
will be humming dustry. Contrary to 
the general impression, Durango and Sonora 
are about the oldest mineral districts in Mex!- 
co. In every direction can be seen the traces 
of old workings and the rude mud fur- 
naces used for roasting the ore can de 
met with d the. hundreds. The 
country was abandoned, not because the min- 
eral gave out, but on account of the raids of 
the paches. These savages used to pour 
down over the border every summer, es- 
pecially after the United States troops checked 
their raid north of the line, and their atroo- 
ities depopulated districts which were pre- 
viously most prosperous, The miners were 
most exposed ofall, and it was upon this in- 
dustry that the course of Indian depredations 
fell most heavily. When one mine was raided 
and all the workmen killed, an entire 
district would be abandoned and some of the 
richest mineral lands in Mexico have been 
untouched for the last twenty years on ac- 
count ofafew hundred Apaches. But these 
inroads have been put an end to forever, and 
now the Americans are streaming into this 
section, backed by ample means, and with 
the latest appliances.

DYNAMITE AND DEATH. 


A Fatal Quarry Explosion—Kilied by the 
Cars—Casualties. 


DeturaA, Minn., February 22.—At the West 
Fourth street rock cut this morning, just as 
the commencement of work occurred, sixty 
men employed in the cut had been 
at work but a few moments, when a 
sudden and unexpected explosion 00c- 
curred in the northwest corner of 


the cut, 72 where a gang was at work, and 
seven of them were severely injured, two 
fatally and half a dozen more somewhat 
bruised by flying fragments of rock. Others 
rushed down from the top and the sight which 
met their eyes was horrible, Seven men, all 
bleeding and mangled, were lying about on the 
rough floor of the cut. One was thrown some 
twenty feet, and from the side of his face 
blood was flowing ina stream. Another was 
pinned to the earth by a great piece of stone 
andin agonies of intense suffering. Others 
who were slightly wounded, with their faces 
blackened and bleeding from slight flesh 
wounds, 5 about as it dazed, 
butin an instant several strong arms rolled 
oon a stone pinning aman named Ander- 
son to tbe earth, and removed them all to the 
hospital. There their wounds were dressed, 
and it is probable that all but Anderson, 
who was pinned tothe earth, and Erick- 
son, whose bead was crushed in, will Irve. 

The cause of the accident was a strange one, 
and a no blame an rest on an 

erson. The hole, sixteen feet deep, b 

een drilled yesterday morning, and at the 
foot of the hole drillers struck a soft * 
Whether clear or decayed rock they could not 
tell. The heavy charge of dynamite, * 
six sticks, was put in, tamped and fired. 
It apparently exploded. Those in charge ac- 
counted for the fact that more execution was 
not done by the soft spot, which, they 
imagined, had received the full force of the 
charge. To make sure, they pulled out part 
of the tamping and put in another charge 
above and fired it at noon. This time there 
was better result. 

This morning, not having the slightest idea 
that any dynamite could be in the hole, they 
went to go to work again Inthe same place, 
with terrible results.

A Btory of Nimrod.
